Dear Doctor,—We have seen the surround- 
ings of an undeveloped Spirit, while receiving 
its first lesson in progression. We will now 
trace it in its progress.

Thes to agencis wil in du tim agitat the 
hol comunity, and prepar the wa fora beter ap- 
etit among the pepl for the radical humanitary 
filosofy which pertans to the hier department 
of the Spiritaal movment. 

We mentim hav our work lad out for another 
section, and are obligd to hasn the departur. 
somwhat, of thes workers from this vicinity, in 
order to rech certan representutiv minds, mor- 
tal and imortal, that ar to be found in and ner 
and abov the so-cald Indian Teritory.

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Ausorprive Power oF Prants.—Hecent 
researches and experiments upon plants, both 
in this country and in Europe, would seem to 
prove that the functions of leaves, or the -vrial 
parts of plants, have not been clearly under- 
stool by vegetable physiologists. M. Adolf 
Mayer, of Wiesbaden, has lately been making 
a series of experiments on plants, which were 
grown in such a manner that access of ammo- 
nia through the roots was prevented, while tho 
leaves were subjected to the influence of this 
substance in either a gaseous or dissolved con- 
dition. He found that a variety of plants sub- 
jected to these conditions all had the power of 
absorbing carbonate of ammonia by their -vrial 
parts, both in the gaseous and the dissolved 
state, and of employing it in the building up of 
their tissue? ‘Lhe plants, however, did not ap- 
pear to thrive when all access of ammonia 
through the roots was prevented. The experi- 
ments did not indicate that plants belonging to 
the order Leguminosre have any special aptitude 
for absorbing ammonia through their serial or 
gans, nor for assimilating the combined nitro- 
gen of the atmosphere.—Boston Journal of 
Chemistry. :
